RUSSIA. 

PETROGRAD.—On the left bank of the Vistula our troops; advancing from 
the lower part of the Bsura River, have reached Gombin. 

In the centre of the battle line we captured the town of Brzeziny and the 
villages in the valley of thé Mroga River. Ih some ‘places “‘wé dislodged « the 
Germans by bayonet attacks. Our offensive’ in this region continues,” 

. Between \Brzeziny and Glowno: our cavalry ‘succeeded™in- several charges 
against the German infantty. During the-retreat of the enemy we captured’ a 
number of field guns, some with their teams complete. We. are computing the 
number of prisoners captured. Among. the German troops we pushed™ back 
from Rzgow and Tuszyn toward Brzeziny was a division of the Prussiar Guard. 

In the region of Sgierz and Strykow..we attacked the> Germans toward’ 
Lodz. Between Sgierz and CREE NES Riis: Cena a eane ne CUS eee 
themselves in their trenches, 


In geheral between the Vistula and the Warthe the fighting is favorable to’ 
our arms. 

On the ‘Czenstochowa-Cracow front our successés are assuming: a marked 
importance. Our troops on Nov. 26 captured more than 4,000 prisoners. . Our | 
offensive was particularly. fortunate on the Lower Szreniawa River, where a 
whole battalion of the Thirty-first Regiment surrendered. 

Our troops also stormed a. powerfully fortified Austrian position on. the 
left bank of the Raba, where some of our attacking units forded the river 
during the breaking up of the ice and attacked the enemy. The water was 
neck deep in the river. 

The Austrians desperately defended Bochnia, (thirty-five miles southeast 
of Cracow,) which we stormed, capturing more than 2,000 prisoners, machine 
guns, and ten field guns.. On the left bank of the Vistula the enemy in the 
region of Cracow is beginning to retreat in disorder. Our troops are pursuing 
them ‘energetically. 

According to the reports of the commanders of the armies the morale of 
our troops, who have been hardened by almost continuous fighting for forty-five 
days, is very high. 

Trustworthy reports show that the Austrians have mounted in the steeple 
of the Cathedral, in the centre of Cracow, wireless apparatus and machina * 
guns for protection against attacking aeroplanes. 


AUSTRIA. 

VIENNA, (via Berlin and London.)—The fighting in Russian Poland has 
.assumed-the proportions of a eontinuous battle. In Western Galicia our troops 
have repulsed the Russians. Marked progress has been made in the fighting 
in the Carpathians, 

Near the Kolubara River, in Servia. the enemy’s centre is in @ very strong 
position near Lazarevatz, but. we attacked and took 1,200 prisoners, 3 guns, 4 
ammunition wagons, and 3 machine guns. To the south of Ljid we took the :

At a con- 
venient moment he opened fire and | 
sank one German cruiser and badly | 
damaged another, while his destroyers 
put in some good work on the smailer 
German craft. After this the Russian 
vessels went home again, untouched. 
‘The Germans naturally kept a dead 
silence about the whole affair, .which 
not only was rather discreditable from 
a. purely naval point of view, but in- 
volved other consideratons still more 
discreditable. The Russians, too,. kept 
quiet about’ it for other. reasons, but 
purely as a piece of naval work it was 
a highly creditable affair.

Crosses were issued for this satisfac- 
tory little expedition. Admiral von Fs- 
sen can count nog on getting every 
ounce of weight out of the men under 
his command, so that the fleet as a 
whole has gained considerably by this 
clever adventure.

The report. of Mr. Addis was - filed 
with the court today. Nothing was 
said as to alimony. or the custody of the 
Blake children. 


LONDON, Nov. 27.—Winston. Spencer 
Churchill, First Lord of the Admiralty, 
in a speech in the House of Commons 
this evening before the adjournment of 
the lower house to Feb. 2, told the 
country that despite the loss of some 
of the older ships of the British Navy 
there was. no cause for nervousness, but 
every reasor for complete confidence 
in the power of the navy to give effect 
to the wishes ana purposes of the Eni- 
pire. 

The First Lord tod of the danger to 
the British ships from mines and sub- 
jmarines and of the possibility of armored 
and fast German liners escaping to the 
high seas to prey on the Allies’ ship- 
ping, which he added, nad been pre- 
vented thus far. He concluded his 
speech with the statement that» there 
was another danger, “that of an over- 
sea invasion—an enterprise full. of dan- 
ger for those who might attempt it.” 

Mr. Churchill said that, considering 
the work the navy had done in the 
protection of British commerce, the re- 
strictions it had placed on the enemy's 
supplies, and the convoying of great 
numbers of troops to and fro across 
the world, and with one’s eyes fixed on 
the mischances that had occurred and 
knowing all the. circumstances, he waa 
bound to say, ““We think we have had a 
share of luck.” 

Says Navy Has Done Well, 

On the whole, the First Lord. said,he 
considered. the navy had done. well. . It 
was, he said, driving German.commerce 
from the seas. and ‘preventing the Ger-. 
mans getting war material which they 
needed more and more as the war' pro- 
ceeded. Even if England were single- 
handéd there would be no reason to do- 
spair, he said, but with the. French in 
control in the Mediterranean and Japan 
in the Pacific and the Russian navy de- 
veloping, ‘‘ we could go on indefinitely 
receiving our supplies from wherever wo 
need them, transporting our troops 
wherever they are required, and continue 
the’ process with our strength growing 
stronger every month, until at the end

Terrified by “Stories. of Cossack

LONDON, Nov,.27.—An American, who 
has just reached: London from Berlin 
has given me the following account of 
conditions there: 

“I found Berlin looking. very much 
excited. The. American Embassy and 
Consulate seém.to. have their hands 
pretty full looking ‘after English peo- 
ple as well as Americans. I stayed at 
the Kaiserhof, opposite the -embassy, 
and could see any number of people 
passing in and out. Judging from what 
I saw I should think there were plenty 
of Americans still left in Germany. 

“I had many -conversations ¢@ with 
Americans, but generally discovered af- 
ter a few minutes’ conversation that 
they were really German-Americans 
who were either traveling or visiting 
relations in the Fatherland. 

‘Tl was treated courteously. by every- 
body except the police in Bremen, who 
refused to give me a police’ permit to 
leave and who cross-questioned me in a 
manner very much ‘like our ‘third 
degree.’ I had the pleasure of seeing 
our Ambassador,: Mr, Gerard, one after- 
noon. He was looking well, -but rather 
tired. 

‘‘In Hamburg I found it. better to 
speak German. I was told that there 
were still lots of Americans in ‘iamburg 
who proposed staying there until the 
war was over, and they. seemed to en- 
tertain no doubt as to the victory rest- 
ing with Germany. I. found’ this feel- 
ing the same in Berlin. 

** Social life in Berlin appears to be at 
@ standstill. Dinner parties are : few 
and far between. Restaurant life is 
about the same, although not so much 
money is spent for expensive wines and 
other luxuries. The hotels are not doing 
well, They miss very much the rich 
American and English visitors, and this 
will be felt very much more as the 
winter goes on. 

“TL was talking with some American 
friends in Berlin, and they told me that 
the German authorities had been most 
polite, but the feeling was strong that 
there was a sudden coldness or change 


in the attitude of the Gertnhans’ toward 
them in the last month;. they evidently 
see all the American papers.. I. saw THE 
NEw YORK TIMES on most ‘tables in the 
reading rooms of the best hotels. I 
don’t believe there is one. American 
staying in the Hotel Adlon, which was 
one of the most favored hostelries for 
United States visitors in Berlin. 
‘Gasoline is very scarce: in Berlin, 
where they are using lot of benzine.

Serous defile for troops to pass. They 
must be crowded into one column and 
form a massed body on whieh artil- 
lery will produce great effect if it can 
be brought to bear. Consequently, as 
‘soon ‘as a -btridge is completed, steps 
are taken to hold back the. enemy. be- 
yond ariillery range. Troops are 
pushed : forward, fan-like, from the 
head: of the bridge, and construct a 
circle of forts at. a distance therefrom 
of a mile or more. Such are the de- 
fenses by which the French were able 
to protect their bridges near Bix- 
schoote, The Germans also attempted 
to secure a similar protection for their 
pontoon bridge across the Meuse River 
at St. Mihiel. 

The fighting at Arras by means of 
tunnels and mines shows the desperate 
stage to which the contest has now 
beén carried. All the nations engaged 
have shown. wonderful attributes of 
bravery and steadfastness under fire. 
So: stubbornly are the trenches held 
that at many points in the battle line 
the contending forces are within 100 
yards of each other. By throwing out 
wooden horses and barbéd-wire entan- 
glements the intervening ground has 
been made well-nigh impassable. 

In such situations the -troops have to 
resort t.. mining to ‘continue: their ap- 
proach against the enemy. From 
some point: of the trench an under- 
ground gallery is started straight to- 
ward the enemy and troops working 
in short reliefs gradually carry .for- 
ward. the. passageway large enough to 
permit aman. to use a short handle 
pick at the head of'the gallery.

Mr. Saw has 
right to adopt, if he. chooses, the 
Skint’s préfeasion of faith: “Credo 
quia absurdum’”’; he takes big risks 
when he asks the British working- 
man. to aceout him ‘on that basis, 
THE CORNER IN SUBWAY LABOR. 
Thé war established a moratorium 
in imifigration as well as fihaneé. 
There have been this year 15,223 fewer 
first-class passengers westbound and 
16,557 fewer eastbound. The second- 
class movément is Worse balanced, 
The decrease in atrivals was 83,666 
and in departures 12,779.° The third- 
class travel is altogether out of gear.

to 429,684; There are now in this 
country 719,377 fewer persons of the 
immigrant class-than there were last 
year. Not. all these -travelers were 
males, but the character of the travel 
sufficiently appears from the figures. 
There is an inexhaustible demand for 
“ cannon fodder,” which works in both 
directions. Fewer males fit for milf- 
tafy duty are allowed to come here, 
and ‘all who. are here and who can 
travel dre suirmmoned home. Germans 
and Austrians Gannot cross thé seas 
as well as Italians in either direction. 
Tiers is af unusual and. artificial 
deficiency of Italians here. 

These figures are of particular ap- 
plication. to the alien. labor eontro- 
versy. “Who is to build our subways 
if not the Italians? The Americans 
who have been prodded into applying 
for. labor urider our statute are not 
capable from reasons of physique. 
One-third of them are rejectéd for 
‘that reason alone. And the con- 
tractors have not yet been persuaded 
that. it.is their duty to. pay what is 
called | an American wage. to Americans 
who can but will not. do the work. 

Every body, would. be. glad to see every 
workman get all the pay his abilities 
command in a fair market, and par- 
ticularly Americans. But there is 
nothing American about the proposal 
to enforce an abnormal wage by edict 
of. law, or. under conditions of ab- 
normal scarcity, A corner in the 
labor market by statute, or by union 
procurement, of by conditions of war, 
is different from a natural scarcity. 

Under natural conditions of deficient 
supply the wage in &n open market 
might, be left to itself, whatever height 
it reached. But when the scareity: is 
factitious theré is a taint. of im- 
morality about it. The American way 
is to offer inducement,.not to submit 
to.coercion, There has been too much 
throwing the weight of the law into 
trade arrangements. The present con- 
ditions are altogether unsuitable for 
pressing the point against alien labor. 
That sort of labor needs Jégal pro- 
tection and the wage more than those 
other wotkmen. who feftige what 
others need and gladly take, By 
taking the bread from. their motiths 
they show a spirit of cruelty toward 
labor which capital at its worst hardly 
ever shows.

Mr. Seligman Thinks it Should Be 
Left to Organized Charity. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I fully appreciate the honor paid to me 
by Justice Hartman and the other Justices 
In fequesting me to act as. Treasurer of the 
Ptoposeid East Side Protettive Association; 

I fully realize the crying necessity of some 
action which will prevent the large number 
of dispossess cases. In view of the present 
depressed industrial situation it is probable 
that more GAses/of eviction among the poof 
will octur this Wititef ‘than Heretofore, and 
it is to the credit of Justice Hartman and 
other Muhicipal Justices that they are alive 
to the present crisis, and are endeavoring to 
prove helpful -to the community. In bring- 
ing to the attention of. the public these sad 
conditions thé Justices are, I teel convinced, 
actuated by-the noblest motives.

Ex-Chairman of Republican State 
Committee, and Promoter. 


Col. George Walter Dunn, & former 
Chairman of the Republican State ‘Cormh- 
mittee and’ a member ‘of the old. State:| 
Railroad Commission, died yestetdayat 
his. home in. Binghamton, N: Y.,: in’ His 
seventy-fifth year. He was a veteran’ 
of the civil. war and one of the old-line 
politicians, who went out.of power after 
the election of Gov. Hughes. 

Col. Dunn was born in Castle Creek, 
Broome County. He enlisted at the out- 
break of ‘the’ civil war, and was pro- 
moted through all grades to that of 
Colonel. He went into polities,-and in 
1871 became a Platt and Conkling man, 
but until Gov. Black appointed him a 
State Railroad. Commissioner in 1897 he 
had held only two political offices— 
Postmaster at Binghamton and Clerk of 
the Assembly. He was elected Chair- 
man of the Republican State Commit- 
tee in 1900, and held this place until 
1904. 

In February, 1910, Senator Ben Con- 
ger ‘testified that a fund had been 
raised by bridge-constructing compa- 
nies in 1902-3, that Dunn received this 
as State Chairman, and that $7,500 went 
to Dunn personally. Dunn denied. this. 

Col. Dunn was known on Wall Street 
for many years as a promoter. He
